Notwithstanding th^ somewhat di-scouraging yiew, which candor and impartiafitv,

of the banks, it is uisourcc of considerable gratification to be able to istatc, ia this 










coi|imuiucatioii that condition of all o^ them, has been coi4i«krabii', and of some 
of them, very greatly improved, during thle present yearJ as will appear from the cor. 
deiked statement of all the Bainks, famish^ by the Boaird of Ci^ntroK And that not 
withstanding they resumed sppcie payments eighteen mcfAtbs earlier than they w^ere rr 
quii-ed to do, b\| the act of the 30th of Juie 1837, and the recent suspension of maii v 
t'f pc pnks at some of pe most imjltortant pointsi in the Union, the bank of the 
State of Alabama, and the Branches at Huntsville, alnd Montgomery continue to 
pa>itheir notes in specie, and will, I wust, continue! to db so, whatever cour^. in 
terest or necessity may induce the banks elsewhere p pursue. For it seems to me, 
tha^ nothing can be more questionable !if not more' certainly wrong in principle! 
tha|) that sympathetic morality, under the influence ofiwhich, a suspension of spcciu 
payments by the banks at any one important point,is cjolnsidered a sufficient jusiitlca- 
lion tor all the'banks throughout the country to foliow thb example. Banks, as well as 
tnpviuuais ought always to comply with iheit promises ahd obligations, with good thi;r. 
and the failure or inability of one, is no excuse, or justification for others: unless thev 
are so intimately connected as for the operations of the one to be entirely dependent 
upon, or liable to be vitally affected by the conduct arid movement of the other. 

'l|hc‘ Bank of Mobile, and the Planters and Merchant^ Bank, which are the oniv r n- 
vate -Stock Banks in the .’Stat?, also ven,' much to their credit, and the credit of the State 
by Yliicli they were created, voluntarily resumed specie jpayments, eighteen montlis in- 
ad vince y)f tire lime, they were required to do so bylaw, and continue steadilv to re¬ 
deem their notc.s in sfrecie, and are believed to be in as sound and healthy a condition 
as any banking iriatitulioris in the Union; and are in every' respect entitled to the favtra- 
ble consideration of Uic laigi-iature. 

In taking acomparative view of the amount of our circulation, which mav’be estimaf- 
cdal froiTJ tliree to four millions, and the amount of indebtedness to the Banks which is 
Ifctwcen seventeen and eighteen millions, and of the probjai^le amount of our cotton crop, 
which I am happy to be enabled testate, will exceed an piverage one, it is obvious that 
tmnt enlargement of our circulation will be necessary'. For althougb, 1 do hot yield ’ 
tdthe correrdness of the pro[x>sition, that those who produce an article are bound 
to fgrnish the racan.s ol hiiyingit—yet, it is necessary that we should supply our citizen i 
w it lij a sufficien t amount of circulation to answer their aitoustomed wants, and to guard 
and protect them against the danger, and the necessity^ pf being compelled to sell their 
pt o<iuc.e for t!ic i rrodecrnablc paper of nonispecie payii^lfianks In other Stales. Anoth¬ 
er stirong inducement to increase the circulation to a ptoper arhount is, that it will re- 
iievi^ us from the necessity, and the pretext for granting Relief ih any otherform to those 
who are indebtf-d to the banks—thereby tampering with the obligation of contracts 
voluntarily entered into; and impairing tl{ie mearis and jcripplilng the oberations of the 


Uan^. it is, however, a question of some difficulty, arild importance, iii what manner 
this enlargement of the circulation can be most propeily effeclted. It is ‘obvious, that 
if the i*pecie paying banka enlarge their ctrculation in fills payable on demand, in spe¬ 
cie, an amount sufficient to meet the contemplate lobgect, ihat their note? will bs 
returned upon them, and suH{>ension will se the conseq fence, jilencelhe only means, 
which occur to my mind, are either to authorize thejbanks to issue Post Note,?, for anv 
l>eriod within twfdve months, or to require the banks, ;^at are not paying specie, to 
furnish the entire amount of additional circulation, fuyito the s^mount of five million?, 
to hs distributed to each of the banVs, in such proportieoe, inthoiwisdom <fi'the Le¬ 
gislature may be deemed proper. It is not imposstfije that- either of these proposi¬ 
tions is liable to serious objections. They are the mod^ that -have occurred to me, as 
most likely to accomplish the object in view, and I' ^bnfit them for what .they' are 
worth. ‘ It is oar mistbrtuae to live in an age, when in Irelatioi^ to. hankifig institutions, 
the question is not, what is strictly right and proper, bui what is b^t to be <foue._ And 
if anV better mode than either of those here suggested,, can be preseitti^j it iwifi incet

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Tlie unchartered In|titutieBs, that iprung up during the last year, either from murta- 
ken views of interest hr duty, have fielded obedienjce to the provisions of the act of 
the last sessiim; and 4>me of tKem, I understand, are engaged in the cw^endable 
task of winding up their concerns upon principles of honesty and good faith; whilst 
others, as was to havte [been expected; have performed the natural transition from ille¬ 
gal and unauthorized i^culation, to fraudulent bankruptcy. 

It will be recojlecty, that in my last annual message, 1 look the liberty of adverting 
to the practice of certtin corporations, and especially the Bank of the United States, 
chartered by Pennsylvania, of estab^shing agencies in this State, and of exercising 
through those agenciei all the coriioiiate powers and privileges, they were authorized 

to exercise in the Statss, w'here they were created. 

The importance of this subject hks been greatly increased by recent decisions of 
the Suoreme Court ot ihe United States, in certain cases, that were taken to that Court, 
bv wilt of error, froln the Circuit Court of the United Slates, holden at Mobile, in 
May, 1838, involvinii the right of a corporation created in another SlaU;, to make a 
coniract, in its corpirite capacity, through an agent in this^late. Ibat exalted tri¬ 
bunal has decided iij thvor of this ri^ht, and that decision apjiears to iny mind, Ur be 
so- clearly and unqueslionayy an encroaclnnent on the if served and exclusive rights 
of the State of Alabama, that 1 beg leave to subinit it for tlic dehberate, candid and 
respectful consideration of the General Asscrnblv, 

The broad and simple principle embraced in tlie decision of the buj nme Court is, 
that a corporation in mother Stale, may lawluUy contrael in its corjjorate capaeisy, 
through an agent in tiiLs State, in the same manner, and to llic sam*! *;\tent, that it 
it could in the State in which it was er< aied: provided, there is noShing in the laws, 
or policy of the State, wiiere such contract is n.ade, to pr<,!;ibii it. In exr.miMing this 
liaostion in its bearings and etiects upon the rights aiid sot < roignly the ittdiVtdual 
Stales, I trust the haljiilual respect, 1 luivc at ail imas manite.-led lor ti<f authonlifs 
of the FederalGoveniitnent, and the nnifurni and unch. viatmg attachment, I iuiv*-, npori 
aii ju'oper occasiofiS manifested for the Government itsc'l, aiUi which Ijustinfieigone no 
dimunition;, will exe vi^tinie from the suspicion ofN ittg uciiuiicd by any other motives, 
than those, whiSh appertain to a faithlul citi/xui of tSjc IJmo n Stalf s, ettgaged in the lid. 
liilhuent of an important public duty, with ti;e performance ot'w hich I liav c in in (Ulruii tod 
by a jidople abounding in patriotism and.fldehty to the GetK ral Govr rnmenf.hul, at tlie 
same time, vvatcbfiil and ijeaious of every encroachment on their rig!!'..'*. I rejoice 
too, that if becomes my duly to enquire into the correctness of the dclenitirmlions of 
one of the Departrneats of the Federal Government, under an administration possess, 
ing my fullest coufnhence in its ability, integrity and patriotism. It h: not to lie dis- , 
guised, however, that I have for a long series of years, looked Ujxm ihi; Federal Judi* 
ciary as the most portentous power connected witii liic Government. It is the sleep¬ 
ing lion of the Constitution, wIugIi if not arrested in t!;e practice of the jiririeipks, on 
which it has almost! invariably and uniformly acted, of enlarging its pfAvers, will moro 
than every other cause, endanger the stahlity of otir free and happy institutions; not 
owing to any deliberate intention pr settled disposition on the part of the great and 
venerable men, w ho have, or of the pislinguisbed individuals wlio now fill that iinpoj - 
iant Depaftment of the Goyernmetit,,but, in consequence of the natural and inevita¬ 
ble tendency of unr^ricted power, to enlarge the spbi^re of its qv* n action, and conse¬ 
quently to encroacli upon Ae rights of others. Nothinpr ifi the Federal CoriKiitution 
is more (dearly defined, or strictly guarded than the judicial power was intended to Ik--, . 
It is in the^ words, “ The judicial power slvali extend toall casris in law and equity 
arisii^ under this tponstitation, the; layis of the ' United Stal«;s, and treaties made, or 
wliich shaU be made,'under their authority; to all cases affecting atubasr-adcr.'^, other 
public rainisteia an^d consuls; to alF cases of adffdraUy and maratime jurisdictiou: to 
controversies to -whi^h the United ptates shaH be a party; to controversies hetvvc* u 
two or more States! [between a Stale and citizens of anotlicr .State; helv. ccn citizen^? 
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of different States; betweett citizens of the same State daimirigj lands under grants ot 
different States; and between a State or the citizens t|»ereof, ahd foreign States, citi¬ 
zens or Objects."’ 

This provision was evidently intended to specify and jienumerate the cases to which 
the judicial power of the United States should extend, and beyond which, it should 
hot gp. Yet, liotwithstanding this positive enumeratidn of all the cases to w'hich the 
judicial power should apply, w^e have seen the Supreme Court, through a long course of 
years,! running back almost to the organization of the ipourt, reluctantly and timidly 
at, first, but with increasing confidence and boldness, as its assumptions of power were 
acquidsced in, exercising jurisdiction, in cases in w'rich corporations were parties 
withoiit authority from, if not in direct violation ojf the Constitution. 

Th^ powers not granted by the Constitution to the Federal Government, or any de¬ 
partment thereof, are not to be assumed,—they “are reserved to the States respective. 

1V, orito the people.” And if there is any soundness in the doctrine, that a strict con¬ 
striction of tha Constitution is the only safe-guard against Ucneral encroachment, it 
would seam to he especially necessary to apply that sa|Iutary rule to that department 
of tlie|Government, which manifested the strongest tendjency to overleap, or undermine 
the birriers intended to be thrown around it. It may, therefore, be safely affirmed, 
that ^n evcr\' Case in uhicli the Federal Courts have fexerclsed jurisdiction where a 
corpohi-tion was a party, tiiey have assumed a jurisdiction not conferred by the Con¬ 
stitution. Neither can it, nor could it ever have been successfully contended, that there 
was a!nv,nec(;ss;ty for tlie excircise of this assumed poujer. Because, the State Courts 
wc.-c at a!! times open for every description of cases to w’hich the judicial power ot 
I'ue United States- did not extend. But in the cases finder consideration, the Supreme 
( ' inrt has asserted a much more alarming and dangerous power, than the right to ex- 
ercise jurisdiction in a chiss ot cases not authorized by the Constitution. It has, in 
elfeet. decided, tiiat that Court has t!ie power of conferring upon a corpe ration created 
in one Btute, tlie riirht to contract or exercise its corporate privileges in another 
.State. FV, I ap-pr.ehend. it will scarcc.ly be contended that Pennsylyania, or Georgia.^ , 
or UluiBlaria, c-onlil aulhori/'' a corporation, created by the Legislature ol either ol 
liiosc States, to do and perform any corporate act, eltlter through ah agent, or other- 
wi r;,! in this .State. N'or co-aid the' Congress of thqUnited States confer such power. 

If llHin, neither Congress, nor the States, in which thesdcoriwfations are created, could 
•rive kern anv uutliority to exercise their corporate privileges in Alabama, it becomes 
I mdmentous' (iiiestion, what power could confer such ai^thonty upon them. Certamly.

Tt is not mv province, nor was it t;ie piozince ui' the Supreme (Jourt, to ciKpuire , 
what inconveniences might arise from a uecision <A tins i|uesliu^tj,' ditfereiit tiom t,«v 
oae,tl’a-'^ distinguished tribunal iias'niade. if the Govern merit oP the I nited Slates, 
or any Department of that Government, is autiionz-ed, under any pretext, to depart^ 
from the w ritten land-marks of the Constitution, and to do whatever may he cumidet'/ 
ed most conducive to the publici convenience, liie undefined docLrinc tA - the gent ral 
’ welfare,” in its rrost odipus form; and to an extent nr,,t to lig^calculated* will iinniedi' ■ 
atelv follow; and instead of a Government of delegated an^ rtinited ptjwcrs, tkTnicd 
by a written conkitution which has heretofore been our pride and lioast, as afiording 
the only efiectual safegUird and, protection to the rig’tils of the Stales; we mr.y pr^ - 
pate ourselves fO|i- all ihd evils of a latitudinarian construclieri ot the Constitution, 
and, finally, for ^ Government o^’unlimited powers. 

A rigid construction ofkhe Fik'-rai Con.'^tiiuticn, in relation to tiio powers of i very 
, department of the Government, ijs a aiaxiirj, whieh the individual States ol ini' I moo, 
should regard with peculiar revdrence, and never for a moment lose sight ot, 

.Viewing, as I canndt but do, this decision a.' a ptalpaide, and diycet encrofif hmer: 
upon the sovereignty of Alabama, if not an aiiiteiute violation or her C’oristituiioii, 1 
respectfully recommend to the General Assembly Ihu passage of surtf a law. a.t wwl 
have the effect of protecting the'exclusive rights of.the State from further entruich' 
Blent, and to secure to our own citizens tiic f«Ji and complete enjoyment of tlio-,' 
rights, which in| the cases alluded to, bav«. 'nh sy judgment, been invprmicily adjui gou 







to jothera. At the same time, that 1 have felt myself called upon to present this stih. 
jedt for legislative deliberation, I disclaim every i0ea hf disrespect for the exaked tri¬ 
bunal, the cojrectness of wbc^ decisioiis, I have callied in question. 

Upon another point I have an especial desire not to be'misimderstobd. These deci- 
siota, right or wrong, are the supreme law of the land. Ours b a government of rea- 
soi^ and of law, not of force, and it b tl|ie indbpensaUe duty of everv^ citizen to yield 
.ifnplicitobedience to them. At the saipe time, 1 consider it the duty of the Legisla- 
itiijfe, to guard against the repetition or continuance of the evil in future, by assertin'* 
the |ust rights of the {>eople, whose sovereignty they represent. ’ * 

I It will not be expected in a communication of this kind, that I should attempt anv 
f fhipg like a detailed examination of all the questions intolved in this important sub¬ 
ject. I have thought it sufficient to present it fof the consideration of those whos* 
duty it is to apply the corrective, if evils exist; and i have no doubt tliey will giw 
whatever consideration its importance may in their judgment tlemahd. ' 

There are many subjects not noticed in this communication, to v^hich that vigilance 
expected from the represenatatives of the people, will naturally attract your attention. 

But there b one of such increasing magnitude, that I beg leave to call your special at¬ 
tention to it. I allude to the frequent and alarming practice of betting on elections. 

When it is rt>collecied that to secure the elective franchise in its plenitude and purity, 
tva.s one of the principle causes which, induced our ancestors to incur the dangers ami 
encounter the difficulties of a seven year’s revolutionary war, we should adopt such 
fiieasures to preserve it unimpaired as will evince to mankind, that we are not insensi. 
hie ol the value of the blessings purchased for us, at an immense amount of blootl and 
treasure. I therefore rcs'.ectfuily recommend the enactment of such additional pen 
uilies a-s will edec tually put a stop to this evil and pernicious practice. 

Considerable inconvenience has been experienced for Want of a law providing some 
mode of contesting the election of Sheriffs and Clerks,, undone should be passed for . 
that purpose. 

The Law in regard to a change of venue is thought to be calculated in many cases 
to prevent the certain adrainbtration of Justice, by restricting the courb to the nearest 
adjoining county free from the exception, which 'exbts in the county, in which 
ifie offence is commited. The law should be amended so as to enable the judge to ex¬ 
ercise a discretion, whether it be an adjoining County or not. 

The offices of Attorney General,and Solicitor, it is believed, ought to be placed on a 
; diflerent footing. My own opinion, founded upon observation, which prtffessional op- 
; jKjrtiinilies enabled me to make, b, that the compensation of the Solicitors ought not to 
<l !pend to any extent, upon the result of the prosecution, but that they ought to be paid a 
I salary commensurate with their services, and should be required to attend, and per- 
i lorijn such duties as might be required of them, by the Legislature during' itsi sessions. 

I The office of Attorney General ought to be .separated Irom the Solicitorship of tlK? 

I i’irc'uit, hb salary increased, and he should be required to perform such duties as the 

i Lflgbiature might think proper to impose, especially to attend to all cases in which 
liie State Bank or any of the Branches may be parties in the Supreme Court. 

The present mode of having the public printing executed, b liable to serious objec¬ 
tions. The printing for Congress, as well as of a large majority of the States, bpan! 
for by the job or piece, which b the only equitable mode of paying for it. According 
to the present mode of doing the public printing in thb State, the State might be com- 
{>eUed to pay much more than it is worth, or the printer might be compelled to do such 
a quantity of work as would greatly injure him, as I am informed, would have been 

. the case last year, but for* the extra allowance made by the Legbl^re- i 

The length to which thb communichtton has already extended admonishes me to 
close. I cannot do so, however, without bringing tp the particular attention of tte

Wc are further of the opinion, that it would be impossible to amend thisact 
in such a manner as to take away all of its objectionable features. A totalre- 
|)eal of the act and a recurrence to the old law, is,, we Ijhink, the best course 
which can be pursued, the person of a debtor is there sufficiently protected, eve¬ 
ry necessary legal guard is thrown around him, and it would be impossible to 
practice upon him without his own consent, any serious degree of oppression; 
it is also in accordance with the constitution, and ad we think more consonant 
with the principles of right and justice.

Sir, In obedience to a resolution of the House nfiR^resentativ^, ! have the 
honor to state that to my kuowkdge^ no part of the capfital stock ©i the Univer¬ 
sity, has been directly or indirectly expended; it appears from the accompanying 
communication from the Cashier of the Bank of the State of Alabama^ that the 
sum of sixty-four thousand five iiundred dollars has been bofrowed from the in- 
stitutioii by a former President of the Board ol Trustees on accoutjt of the Uni¬ 
versity, and that the notes given for the same, are barred by the statute of limita¬ 
tion.

As this is, ir. all probihUily, the last suitable public opportunity I shall enjoy, 
ofexpressing tny opinion in reference to a greai measure of national policy, I 
iru.-t it will not be considered impertinent to avail myself oCit. I allude to the 
eolablisbment of an Independent Treasury. Ip expressing my clear and deci¬ 
ded approval of ihat meksure, upon this solemn and interesting occasion, and in 
ibis inevocable form, I shall not imitate the example of its opponents, by indul- 
ibe spirit of prophecy and attempting to cal|Ch a glimpse of the future evils 
ivlifch they predict it is to bring upon the country. Neither shall I attempt, 
with its more able and ardent friends, to calculate all the benefits that are to re- 
Bult iVoin its operation.! I liave been too long upon the stage of life to look for 
pfiteciioii, or exemptidin froni abuse in any huiman institution, no matter ho# 
well deviled, or fjithtfully adminisiered. Neither am 1 influenced in my apj 
probation of tliis nieasjure, by mere party alta(^hment or considerations. If I 
(tiuieisiand my own rniptives, i am governed by higher and holier inducements,

Neither do we believe that the Trustees themselves are ineligible to a seat in 
the Legislature. They were created fur a special, not for a general j^irpoae, 
itful the very act of incorporation carries along with it clear and conclusive evi- 
deitcc that it was nevet intended to deprive them of any of the,rights and privi-, 
leges of citizenship. In the 44th section of said act, it is provided, that <»Trus- 
Ws who are members oi” the Legislature, shall not receive any pay for t^heir 
imires as Trustees, while they are in attendance 9 s members of the jLegisla- 
rurc.” TheJSth section incorporates the Governor with the Trustees; and the 
Wlh section makes him rx officio President of the Board, if then, the Legis- 
hiure in creating Trustees, intended to make them officers in [the technical 
ftcaoing of the word, with what sort of propriety could the Governor be inepr- 
{orated with and matle one of .•‘atif Trustees. The 22d section of the fourth 
niicle of theconsiituiion, b as fniiows: 

No person shall hold the! office of Governor, and any other office or com- 
mmmtt civil or military, eiltier in this State, or under any State, or the United 
Slates, or any other power, atone and thesame time.” 

In deciding upon the proper interpretation of law, we know of no higher au¬ 
thority than those who passeil it. 'i'te Legislature of 1320, have here given 

f indubitable., proof, that they never intended a Trustee should be disqualified 
srom sitting in the Legislature, any more than is a guardian or executor, and we 
'Ttinoi reaist the conviction that it was not their purpose |to invest Trustees with 
“itber an office or commis.'iiott!, for if it had been they could not have made the 
tiovernor one of that body. 

fhe committee have had some difficulty in deriding upon the case of County 
Court Judges. There is no officer ^hose attendance is more constantly requi

It certainly wily not be pretbitded that 
it is private. Every citizen of the State is nearly coheeirned in iti^ proper dis¬ 
charge. Theifaith, honor arid property of every one is involved, and aif have 
aright to inquire and complain of any abuse which maiy exist. Puhllc com¬ 
missioners are appointed yearly to examine into and report to the lueglslature 
jiow this trust has been executed. In eveiy feature anid in every light, it is 
essentially public in its nature and character, ^nd we can cofne to no other con- 
elo'iion than that it is a public trusty conferred by public nuthority and for a 
public purnose. The only additional inquiry which it ik necessary to make, is, 
vvliciSjer il be lucrative! By an act approved, February 2d, 1839, the Direc¬ 
tors of the State Bank and us Several Dranches at Huntsyille, Montgomery and 
Decatur, are allowed five dollars per diem, and the Directors of the Branch 
at Mobile, seven dollars |per diem, for every day they may be engaged in 
^ Use discharge of llteir duties as| Directors. This act. in the opinion of your com¬ 
mittee, fills up all the essential: requisites for a disqualifying office, and renders 
i*t 5 holder plainly ineligible to a seat in the Legislature. 

Oif views upon all of these points liave been given in reference to the day 
(f the election. It may therefore be necessary, and it is certainly proper, for 
lie siiisfaclioti of the House, that we should express an opinion upon one furlher 
'abject. It is, “whether an individual holding at the time of his election, a dts- 
pialirving ofiice, can by a .subsequent resignation of that office, entitle himself 
: isavat,” We think "not; the constinnion, (26ih section, third article,), de- 
flares lh.it such persons are not eligible \Q seat in the General As'cmbly.— 
Tilt* meaning of the word eligible, according to Webster’s Dictionary, is “le- 
iisliy tjualified to be chosen.” We cannot suppose that a word of this impor- 
‘ taiict was used by: accident or without a knowledge of its meaning; on the con- 
:rafy every ftouud rule of construction leads us directly to a different conclusion, 
aiid'we find by a reference to the 22cl section ot the fo irtli article, and the 12th 
‘action of the sixth article, that we arc f illy sosUined and borne out in this opin- 
iufi bv the constitution itsell. The language in both ot these sections is, th^ no 
i.sltrs >11 shall hold or ezcrci-TC two offices at the same time; the language ol the 
section, third article, varies materially (rom this, and we must presume 
tHal particular phraseology to have been adopted for a particular purpose, and 
with .3 full knoivledgc of the consequences to yrhich it would lead. It this re.a- 
iDning be correct, and we believe that it is, the? question is settled; for incapacity 
hi be chosen, certainly renders the choice nugatory, and vacates the election sp 
Jar as the incapable persoa is concerned. Another argument in support of the 
opitiion above expressed, may be drawn from the seconjl section of the third ar¬ 
ticle of the constitution- ! : .

The undersigned, a minority of the commiilee, to which ivas referred thnge 
parts of the Governor’s message relating to the banks, entertaining opinions on 
many of the points, under consideration, adverse to lliose expressed by the ma- 
jority ; and desiring to lay his views, generally, on tl)e different suggestions of 
His Excelieiicy, before the House, beg leave to submit the following report: 

That an examination into the condition of the several banks, establi^ies, be- 
yoiul controversy, the fact, that they have made extravagant loans of their capi¬ 
tal on promissory notes and billsof exchange-endangering their solvency, and, 
as a consequence, awakening a spirit of uirwise and rccklest speculation amongst 
the people, calculated to entail general embarrassment and ruin ; and necessariiy 
exercising an injurious influence on public morals. Kecognizing, however, ai 
the undersigned does, these results, as the unavoidable consequences of execi* 
sive bank issues, and the unfailing attendants of a paptt currency, he is dispos¬ 
ed to attribute the evd as much to injudicious legislation, as to the maoagemeot 
of the banks themselves. # 

He believes that many of the acts passed by the General Assembly, have had 
no little agency in encouraging the difi'erent boards of director* lo expand their 
circulation, and a spirit ot un.slaked cupidity ha* been kept alive in the pubitc 
ireart by sthe facility of obtaining accommodation. 

i he undersigned fully concurs with Hi* Excdleney in tiie opinion that i«ch 
a course is suicidal to the bank.*, and believe* that it requires m argument, to 

point out its eventually disastrous effects upon the people, 

Wi^ that part of the message, disapproving of the present mode of electing 
bank directors, the undersigned also agree*. He believes, that it i* ofreritimes 
impossible to select from the host of applicant* for directorshiri*, such person*- 
as trom their commercial knowledge and general inteiiigence, ore cstxible of 
properly and wisely superintending institutions, the correct managemerit of 
vvhich, invoives intere^ of the hig^t importance. It cannot beauppmuNf that

That the State should promptly mahe ample provisions for the eventual re* 
demption of her pledges, cannot, as a mere question of morality admit of de* 
bate, and is clearly enjoined by the suggestions of polic?. The annual iotewt 
on those bonds, (amounting to some six or seven hundred thousand dollars) absorbs 
a large portion of opr means, and so completely are our banks crippled by a aeries 
of disastrous event^, that they are, in a great measure, unable to make material 
contributions to the fund, set aside by the aforementioned act, for the redemn. 
tion of the bonds. ' 

j Indeed, owing to the short sighted policy, which has prevailed in the control 
oi our fiscal concerns concerns, the sinking /vtid'* appropriated by Ia«* 
to a special purpo^, is now only of a nominal character—it has'ing been mere- 
cd in the other capital of the banks, and u.sed as a basis for additional diseoun* 
J50 that the act of 1835, instead of effecting the object contemplated, stands 
upon our statute books a.s a dead letter. 

That the credit of the Stale abroad, calls for immediate and efficient legisla¬ 
tion on this subject, seems to the undersigned, unquestionable. ” 

The measure proposed by His Excellency, viz : the appointment of three 
commissioners, to superintend the “sinking fund.” and annually to receive 
Irom the several banks, an amount in gold and silver; in proj>orti:)n to their capi*

ciency. In the present condition of our banks be believes it impossible fortbem

However much the undersigned may deprecate the policy of issuing bonds, 
and disposed, as he is, to question the constitutional right of the legislature to 
pledge ihe faith and credit of the Stale, to create banking capital, yet iherc if an 
obligation resting on us to redeem those pledges, higher than any imposed by 
any written law. It is an injunction of a moral character, and one which a 
virtuous people can never disregard.

whatever misrepresentation his nrotives may besubjectedL and imperatively en> 
joins upon him, to shrink from the di^harge of no duty, however repugnant it 
may be to his Wishes, and at war with considerations of a personal eharacter. 

The imposition of ^ moderate and equitable lav, would |not work oppressively 
on any portion of the citizens, and by yielding an annual deposit in the Trea¬ 
sury, would, in a fetv years, a0brd the mejans of redeeming our bonds at matu- 
riiy. If it were within the scope of probability, that wh conid realize a sum 
sufficient for that purpose, from the banks, the undersigned would unhesitatingly 
lend his sanction to llie plan suggested Ihy His Excellency. But with the 
k.-iowledgeof the em^rrassed condition of; these institutiojns—an embarrassment 
Irora which it will require years of the most prudent ana cautious management 
to effect a release ; the minority considers that sound policy and a due regard 
i for the maintenance of the plighted faith of the State, will indicate the necessity 
* of no longer relying itpon a lource .so uncertain—but athnee to devise measures 
iliai will unquestionably secure the desired end. ^ 

I'he Bank ileblora ccnsiitute the only tax paying part of the community. In 
the shape of interest on ilietr indebiednes.s, a latge amount is annually reaped 
iiv the Banks, to be expended in the creation of other liabilities, on which an- 
oiiier profit is to be reaped-^while those whose good fortune or foresight, have 
gaarded them from »o ruiuoiu a connection, contribute nothing to the general 
coffers, 'ritos it will beaten, that the whole burden of supporting the Gqvern- 
iTirn!, rests upon shojulders least able to sustain it. The ultimate consequences 
of sucii a state of thiiigs, upon tlie credit of our Government, are too apparent to 
ce enumerated. 

If then, we would s.sve the State from utter bankruptcy, and the evils that 
ire the necessary concomitants of that degraded condition, we must retrace our 
HefW and begin anew. 

I'jie undersigned places these reflections before the House, trusting that eacit 
tnemtior wiJl yield them a calm and unbiassed invesligalipn. 

The understgne<l is constrained to differ with his Excellency, as to the, pro- 
pnesy of combining individual, with State interest, in the ovvioership of our 
woks. He believes that the watchful afid unremittedTnfluence of iudiyidual 
liisleres*. ivould be ensuring a more cautious conduct of bur institutions, operate 
ill an effective check on uoliceu>ed accommodation. In the management ot- 
^late institutions, tnc Directors can neverifeel a direct, personal inlere.st. 

in mdividual batiks, on the contrary, the managers are chosen from the body 
of Mockholders, generally owning large shares, and known for their superior 
kiiaiicial akill. The soundness of our Stock Banks in Mobile, is solelyraltribu-j 
to the fact, that a majority of tiie Directors, consist of Stockholders, hav- 
a ff/rcc/interest in those institiition.s. 

Tne undersigned cannot see the force of hts Excellency’s objections to this 
Iti.on. T''oe, as he says, “the Banking power and power over the currency, 
.»one uf immense magnitude in any community”—and this very declaration, 
coiutituteg, in the opiutdin of the undersigned, a triumphant refutatipn of the suc¬ 
ceeding argument, that if **once parted with it is irreclaimable,” a^d, the State 
tSioulil therefore retain it., ' j K ' • ■ . 

Il strikes the minority to be wholly adverJe to the spirit of republic**' instilii- 
tiutis, that the ruling power, deriving its existence fronij, and holding its tenure 
on the popular will, should possess an adjunct whose sordid attributes, exereise 
potverfuia sway over the fortunes and morals, and tending ultimately ’.o eor- 
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rupt the very sotjrce from which that power emanates. Under our praient 
banking system, ifhere is a perfect union of the monied with the ppliiieal power. 
An alliance, hostile to good government, and subversive of ratioa«t liberty. 

Ifj as the Governor says, “ history furnishes no instance in which a free gov* 
eminent has derived permanent advantage Irom a connection with, or depen* 
dence upon corporations, in which individual interest predominated*’—the same 
authority affords no proof that the non-exisfertce of iririividuat and governmen¬ 
tal union, in monied cor|joraUons, has secured any permanent advantage to the 
people. 

'J’he undersigned is willing to admit that our “State Banking system has had 
a most unfair and imperfect experimenl”—but even after this admission, he 
cannot divest his mind of tlie conviction, tlial il would not %vork well and happi- 
Iv, under the most propitious circumstances.. He would, therefore, recommend 
10 the Begislatiirc, to dispose of three-fifihs of the capital stock of the several 
Jdauks, to individuals, as early as pracltcahle, as a measure calculated to lead to 
the most beneficial results. 

The minority concurs with his Kxcellency, in htdieving that the “Board of 
Control'’ have e};ercised a salutary influence upon the lianks, boi cannot join 
m his reconimenUation to endow that Board with any tiling like absolute power 
uierthe direction of the several banks. He conceives, (hat the law appointing 
the Board of Coptrol, designed itut it .sho‘f!<l 9* ari adi’imri/ council, sug¬ 
gesting such a course to the banks, as the rolh ried wisdom of tbe fJovetnor and 
Presidepls might point out, without having tiie force and effect of a command. 

'J’he undersigned i.s inclined to think, liiat il ihe Board of Control are vested 
with biiKiing au.liority, and in.strucied to exiicisc oolnoiicd pijwer over tne 
several Jjirecioritis, that there will be but liMie ii><‘ f.>r the latter. He is ihert;- 
foie iiidispo.<C'd to such a grant of power. 'J he tiiioority wooh! liere respectfof- 
!v recouimend to the J.<egi.slature, to [lass a law, vestnig y/^// tiigcrefionory 
jjovvers in the several Boards of iJireclors. He be'u'vtis that such tm invest- 
ineiU of power, v.'ould, by restricting tfie mMioti of the Ceiieral Assembly, mere¬ 
ly to a sjjiervisioii over the Banks, ami by increa,s))ig iltc resfionsibility of the . 
Birectors, grcatl;/add to tlie prosperity of ibost lostilulious. 

'I'he minority agree with his Excellency that our present circulation i» whol¬ 
ly inadequate to our wants. Yet, however oeedfui an augmentatfoit is, in wf 
present exigency, the mode of effecting il, is a subject of the gravest irnporianc«/ 
The two plans suggested by his Excellency, are both liable to seriotjf objec- 
lions; and the ope calling upon the suspended banks to furnish tlm inermsti, 
from the sure and total ruin, that such an expansion would inevitable entail ujkM» 
those institutions, cannot receive the sanction of the ^inorily. 'J'be credit «f 
these suspended Banks is already lamentably low, in spite of their evident a»wi 
assiduous efforts to lift themselves from their embarrassmcnis-l—and it requires 
no prophetic vision to foresee the disastrous results that Mt huge an expanfiofi 
would, surely bring in is train. These institutions are now engaged in lauds- 
bleendeavors, lb resume tlieir stand fay the side of sj^fjcie-p.iyitig banks, and wc 
>hould carefully'avoid any legislative action, that may becaterbied to render 
tiuise endeavors pugatory. The success of Ifiese efforts, is still extremely ptof- 
lematical. 'I’he conilition of these suspended institutions, as exhibited in 
reports of their presiding officers, do. not justify the minority in believing that 
a resumption can be accomplished in a short lime, either by Ibe non-inierfere«ce 
of the General Assembly in their management, or w'ith a« extem-ioo of themoM 
faeaignaat legislation, U then, Ihe altainment of that desired end, is »o unctf' 


























taio in the present diminished slate of iheir circulation—how can your Btlnority 
|}roeure the sanction of his judgment, in recommending an increaso lof p^er, 
that is eren now inconvertible? He considers such ajn expansion, dishonest 
in principle, ruinous in practice, violative oflpublic morality, and calculated to 
inflict a fatal blow on the creditor the State i 
Justice and morality should never yield to suggest idas of expediency; and 
although the undersigned is well aware of the difficulties^ under which the peo¬ 
ple are laboring for warit of a circulation sufficient to answer their purposes, yet 
lic can conceive of no emergency pressing enough, to justify a resort to ana/^er- 
fWi/ee, at the sacrifice of public Aones/jy. 

1‘o the other suggestion of his Kxcellency, the undersigned is equally indis¬ 
posed to lend his sanction. The issuance of Post Notes is, in the opinion of 
vour ipinority, violative of both principle and policy. It is adverse to all his 
ideas of propriel}' and right. It is atall times .an admission of weakness, and a 
«re forerunner of suspension. No bank ever dreainsof a resort to such a step, 
iui ill the greatest <;xlreit)iiy, either in the vain hope of bolstering up hersink- 
•ig forlutics, or in a gra.'^ping spirit of gain, to conduct a larger amount of busi- 
timfi prudence aiiid sound policy iiulicate. 

It is true, (!te issuance of Post Notes by tiie s|>ecie paying hanks, would by 
<i)^meJiliiig the circulation, arnediorate the existing jiecuniaiy distress—but this 
>f4ii f would be temporary only—a faint, evanescent gleam, would pierce the 
.(irfouiihHig ghjum, to be succeeded by a thicker darkness, a more pervading 
Hii* f iiig it is impossible for any lianU to emit these remote promises to pay, 
ifjv! ;ti ts.o fame time sustain iier credit It is a wretcheii, miserdble, lemponz- 
j ng puii< y—3 culpable sacrifice of honesty to expediency, only lb be attributed 
m Uie madness of desperation, or an unholy rlesiic to achieve profit by an abau- 
.{ Hitnent ul moral scruples. 

In proiesimg thus decideiHy against Ijoth snggeslions of his Excellency tor 
wgnumi tug tfie circulation, the undersigfied lias not lost sight ot that iespeci, 
r.'hicit is duo alike to Ids oflicia! station, ami his individual merits. He ha-, 
wten thus earnest ami empliatic, because he believes that the adoption of eithei 
piiui, would, in tiie mid, exhibit the sad speciadedf moral decay, super-added to 
ntmed fortunes. Public credit, public morals, and individual happiness, all 

t rise a warning voice agiinsl cither alternative. 

The riiiiioritv lias now touched upon all the points ih His Excellency s Mes- 
Mge, having anV relation to the banks, in lite order of their occurrence; assent- 
big to or dissenting from his suggestions, as his reasojn dictated. He has rc- 
rommended cerlain measures of expediency, not because his own judgment did 
not repudiate a resort to expedients, hut because he wks compelled to utter his 
"pinions, ost tlie subject matter referrctl.| lie has proposed certain changes, not 
frmii 3 ccnnktiori, that they would worljt out our salyalion, (for that, can onl> 

*s done, by a riddance from our Banking System, biy retrenchment and the 
' Xercife of cconutny and frugality amongst ourselves,) but because he believes

The question is, what good can 
arise, when it is manifest that t*nly a partial and superficial examination can be 
made; and w hen it is remembered, that resolutions of inquiry can reach every 
case of mismanagement which is desired to be brought to light. It is not sought 
for on the ground of ascertaining the amount of bad debts—if it was, the seat 
of Government is the place where members from all the counties can examine 
and point out the good and bad debts. 

Jd. If it is desired to make these investigations by committees, with a view 
10 break up or new model the system, by incorporating private stockholders, 
we protest; because, it is the most unpropitioiis time to lay violent bands on, or 
aake great changes in those institutions, while the country is groaning under 
(he severest pecuniary embarrassments. If there are abu'Ses, we are for cor¬ 
recting them, not for uprooting or making innovations upon the system itself. 

4th. We protest against the passage of those resolutions, because during 
(he wliole time of the investigations, the Banks mnst necessarily suspend their 
operations; and as the cotton crop will have to be brought into the market be¬ 
fore the final action of the General Assembly on the subject, it must have a 
hanet’ul influence upon the price of the great staple of the State.

Iished on address to the people of Jackson count} , in which he said he would 
bid defiance to tins 7/ouse il be was re-clected. Presenting himself at the bar 
of the House to bequalifieci by taking llie oath.s of oflice, we felt bound solemn¬ 
ly. to object, believing him ineligible to a seat in this House, until he produced 
evidence liiat he had re.moved the disability under wliich he was placed, as clerk 
ot the circuit court of Jackson county. W e held this to heprinia facia evidence 
that he was not eligible lu a seat. Tiie House sustained the Speaker in this de¬ 
cision, tliough they immediately introduced and passed a resolution ejecting him 
from his seat, without further evidence of his being ineligible. We opposed oir 
Scott taking his seat, believing him ineligible, and believed it the proper time, 
to make objection, when the same facts were presented, to prevent his lakinkhk 
seat, liiat was relied on to eject lu.m. ® ’

pajiiieul of a debt due Bank by G. Burnett. Said six promissory notes afore¬ 
said fell due twelve months after date, w itli a condition written across the face of 
the notes, that upon the payment at maturity of one third, new notes pay¬ 
able in one and two years would be taken for the residue. It also appeared in 
evidence before the committee that the notes aforesaid were disconnted on the 
same day they were offered, and that said notes were never offeretl but once; but 
tliat a proposition to discount said notes was talked of among tlie Board ol Di¬ 
rectors before they were offered for discount, and the Directors came to the nn 
derstandiuif that the notes would be discounted when offered; but such under 
standing was never entered upon the minutes of the Board. Before this mattei 
\vas consummated, Mr Garth, a Director, said he believed it a good operation, but 
thought it contrary to law, and retired^ and did not vote on the discount. Mr Lile 
gave it as his opinion, that the arrangement was a good one, and would vote for 
it if Mr Sykes would resign, hut otherwise could not do it consistent with his un¬ 
derstanding of the law. Most, if not all t,he names, with the e.\ceplion of Mrs 
Lanier, that are on the new notes, were also on the extended debt of James T. 
Sykes, and it is not contended that the debt was not well secured before; but Mr 
Sykes, the principal, was very vnucli embarrassed, and by giving time it would 
greatly relieve him; and by dividing the debt more equally among t^ose who 
stept forward and assumed the debt, it ensured more prompt payment, aS the Di¬ 
rectors supposed. The committee have now given a succinct statement of this 
transaction, and leave it to the Legislature to judge of its legality. 

The next matter of any note that occurs in the investigation, is a discount for 
G. Burnett. Instead ^16,000, as reported by the commissioners, tlie sum of 
^13,600 is the true amount: that amount includes a note of $5000, w hich we shall 
have occasion to allude to again. All that is necessary or proper fdif the com¬ 
mittee to da in this case, is to bring the facts before the Legislature as tlit^y apheat-- 
ed ill evidence before the comihittee. It is true, as stated by the comhiissibnerS, 
that G. Burnett’s note for $50|00 was discounted wiihout endorsers; but the Baim 
took as collateral security, a bond signed by two citizens of the State of Missis 
sippi, supposed I to be solvent, conditioned that G. Burnett shouldj deliver liis 
growing crop (^fcottop^ supposed to make about fifty ihoiisand pouqjds of jbaled 
eotton, on or before the first olf March^ 1840. The pote qf $5^00 ^as jafter- 
wards taken up by a Bill ofEjehange for the same arnqunb accepted Ijiy ‘Rhodes; 
Sykes &. Tew,; of Mobile. The bill bears date 23d of October, 1839, but not 
taken by the Bank until the sixth' of November following, and Mr Sykes resigii- 
td his ofijce as President of the Bank on the thirtieth day of October, 1839., 
The bill was dated bacii so as; to bear the same date of the note, a circumstance,: 
no doubt, unexplained, Ithat led the commissioners to^believe that the bill wasacr 
pepted while Mr Sylkes was President,? when in fact bewas not. i This bill akso;; 
was taken without Endorsers. The inducement that the Bank had tq these dis¬ 
counts was to enablb ihje said Burnett to satisfy executions in the hands of the 
Marshal, against him, and then to give a lien on his property to secure U the Bank 
a debt qf $20,000 due Ifrom said Bunr'ett, and which was not considered as am¬ 
ply secured by perjsondl seciirity\ ,To secure said debt Burnett has given a 
mortgage on tW|enty-five negroes, varying from three to fifty years of age?—all, 
except one; novi in Ithe ptate of Mississippi; and the Bank holds the bond of tw 
r sponsible citij^Dsj of the State of Missis.<.i 
V* 'aea they shall be deihahded b\ " 
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Morgan county, (which, according to the evidence of one of the Directors, is 
considered of little value,) two mares and colts, two ox-wagons, his cattle, hogs, 
firming utensils, household and kitchen furniture, and twenty salt kettles. From 
all the evidence before the committee it appeared, that this debt, to say the least 
of it, was very doubtful, if not absolutely bad; and the course pursued by the 
Hoard w as the best they could do to secure it. The assent of the securities of 
(j. Burnett to the delay of the debt secured by mortgage, was not obtained at the 
ime the commissioners made out their report, but was subsequently given. It 
• as a part of the condition, that the mortgage was notto be considered complete, 
iiitil the securities filed an assent in writing, to the delay, although Such assent 
vas not stipulated for in the face of the deed. Of the $13,600, discounted for 
Burnett, $8,600 was the well endorsed paper of other persons, in w'hich Mr Bur- 
nett’sfname did not appear. 

Some explanation seems to be necessary to shew that James T. Sykes had no 
interest in discounting the several sums for G. Burnet; to the amount of §13,600. 
At the lime of the discount, the Marshal had in his hands executions against G. 
Burnett and James T. Sykes on forfeited bonds for §13,863 03, or upwards, 
and had levied on sufficient property, as he thought, of G. Burnett (o satisfy the 
executions, and it was to relieve this property, and to secure it for the bank that 
the discount was made. G. Burnett filed an affidavit in bank that the discount 
was not intended for the benefit of Sykes, and that Sykes received no part of 
the proceeds. There is yet an unsettled balance in the hands of the Marshal 
igainst G. Burnett & Jas. T. Sykes of §2,000, for which the property mortgag- 
■.*d by Burnett to the bank is bound. ' 

It would seem from the report of the commissioners that Mr Blain was a Di- 
ector at the time of his endorsing the two notes, amounting to §2,263, under 
he firm of Gillespie & Blain. It is satisfactorily proven to the committee, how¬ 
ever, that he was not a Director at the time of endorsing said notes. 

The policy of the bank in dealing in what are called inland bills of exchange, 
or bills payable at the counter of the bank, is at leastj questionable, if not a pro¬ 
per subject for animadversion—So far as your committee are informed upon 
such matters, they regard it as an illegimate species of banking, not. much cal¬ 
culated to promote the interest of the bank—it is but another name for a discount 
on accommodation paper. It should always be the object of the bank, as calcu¬ 
lated to promote its interest, to accumulate funds at ^istant trading points which 
can be more success\fully done by bills payable at those jpolnts, than by any other 
mode. These inlland bills are frequently taken up, or renewed by other inland 
bills—the Cashier, however, informs us that fewer ' bills of this description are 
under protest, than any bther kind of paper; j and more money paid an those 
bills (aside from t^e rail! road debt) than ari^ other paper of the same amount. 

From all the committfee can learn in thejr investigation of the debt,familiarly 
known as the defcjt of the Tuscumbia, Courltland and Decatur rail road company, 
the folldfwihg seems to be its history fromiiits inceptiom This debt was con¬ 
tracted by some of the stockholders in the rail road j company to raise funds to 
pay out iheir stock to the company—nodiscount was lever made for the com¬ 
pany in its corporate name. At the lime'jthese bills w'ere first drawn, the par¬ 
ties generally were considered solvent, but'-subsequently, most, if not all of them 
became embarrassed in circumstances, and could not renew their bills—-about 
this time Benjamin Sherrod, M. Tarver ,^nd D.' S.' Gjbodloe, Senr^ voluntarily 
came forward and renewed.the bills ih their oi^n na!mes.i These debts were 
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contracteil in IS34, '35 and ’ 36 , anti iiave been rcneweil from lime to lime, not 
underaiiy aoloflhe J^egislaUre aulbonzin^ il to be done, but al the disciclipn, 
and umler the authority of the Board of Birectois. The debt has al no time 
been considered doubtful by a majority of the Directors, since the three above 
inenlioned names have l)een on It. In almost every case the drawer of these 
hills as they stand now, is some irresponsible jrerson; accepted Ity ll>e 'I’reasurer 
of the Company. [For an account of Kail Road dcirt see exhibit A ] 

This deljl has not been increased Ijy any new discount williin the last two 
years. 'I'lie amount paitl on said del)!, a very small ])art in cash, and the bal¬ 
ance in ijusiness paper taken by the Irank, has not been as ntuch as the interest on 
tb.c debt; so that it will be seen that the debt has been incieased by interest 
alone to something like $ 10,000 or upwards. The following shews the pay- 
mention tliis debt:

7'he tiiree names mentioned above, are all that are now considered responsi¬ 
ble; and two of them not responsible for so l-arge an amount as the company 
debt. 

It isadmitted by the commissioners that they were in error in saying that up¬ 
on §40,000, of this debt, there is not, and probably never was, one responsible 
name—[see explanation hereunto appended.] 

From all the committee can learn, the profits of the road are very inconsider¬ 
able at this lime, paying but little if any thing more than is necessary to defra}' 
the expenses of keeping it up. 

Rumor had circulated, ihst Benjamin Sherrod one of the most responsibip 
'lames on the rail road debt, had placed some incumbrance on his property, and 
that if the bank attempted to toerce paymept of the money, it could not be col¬ 
lected. From ail the evidence before the comniitlee, they feel authorized to iay 
thatiliis report is unfounded. I The committee also felt it their duly to ascertain 
if possible whether any of the parties had any defence that w’ould avail them at 
law, in case their liabilities were put in suit. The ebrnmitted were not able lo 
learn that any defence could be successfully made, either on account of any care¬ 
lessness on theipart of the officers of the bank, or any 'want of proper form) in tl|ie 
several liabilities. Upon a fjjii investigation of the subject, the committee fejel 
authorized to say, that the debt is good /AwI 
II now nemains with’the jLegislature to determine how' far they will go; |to 
encourage [the enterprise of private jindividuals in developing the resourcesjof 
the country, =by gliding time to those indebted to the bank in a debt confessedly i 
incurred in establishing the nil r,bad as above stated. • ■ . j

'I’lie reason assigned by the directors for this 
particular transaction was, lhal ^ cct tain negro was to be .soltl, which the bank 
iud an inlerejt in miTking bring as much as possible, ami .Mr. 'INvidy wish^i(l to 
purchase llie negro, and by making the discount, it enabled him to become a 
biihicr. 

Isi relation to indulgence given to bank debtors wiibont tlie a.ssent of secu¬ 
rities, it appeared that iio indulgence was ever given to a principal, or an execu¬ 
tion susjtcndcd, without the assentof securities—sometimes that assent has been 
given in wriling, and sometimes it has been given verbally. 

In the opiiuou of your committee, too rnueii reliance lies been placed by the 
directors, on verb.ai agreements, umlerstandings, and casual conversations irr. re¬ 
lation to the regular business of llic bank. In lire absehce of individual and 
private interest, which is ever vigilant to lake care of itself, our Slate institu¬ 
tions should repudiate all departure from the established rules and usages of well 
regulated banking—and in no case shouldi trust to verbal understanding for the 
luifilment of an agreement on the part of the bank debtors. 

iThe committee feel some hesitation in expressing their views as to the course 
pursued by the directors in taking real estalb in satisHiction of debts due the bank ; 
salisfietl as the comnMitee are, that whateverihas bJtenI done in that way, was 
done with a conscientious belief that it w!as for ihii best interest of the bank— 
and when nothing belter could he done : a] policy w!hic|n the nireclors therhselves 
deprecate. The policy, however, ofi taking reall e^tatiC irt payment of..debts duo 
the bank, to say liie least of it, it is veryjquesiibnabl^. It would be better that _ 
the bank should submit to parliaMosses, i than t'hai should becunre the settled 
policy of our State inslilution.s. Thq cotnmittee tvill' not stop to trace out the 
evils that might grovv out of thi.s statb ofj ihihgi-J-jsu^ice it to s3y,.lhat the bank 
1 would be liable, to be imposed 
find it to their intere.«t 


■ imposed upon ip the value (of J property—dchfprs would / 
.«t to make sale of a'lpiece ttfi unproductive properly, by re- s' 
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presenting their embarrassment and pecuniary condition really worse than it wa.«, 
and in some instances property would he valued too high by disinterested men, as 
we find it has been done in one case reported by the commissioners, being valu¬ 
ed at more than the owner asked for it. 

For the amount of real c«ta 1 e which the bank has purchased, and lor vvliicb 
it has an absolute title, see Exhibit B. 

For the amount secured by mortgage.s, see Exhibit C. 

Whenever it becomes necessary lor the bank directors nr other officers of the 
bank to go into the country, (as they have done in some instances) and make 
the best terms they can with the bank debtors, it becomes an unsafe business 

Before our State institutions can take that high stand which, from their credit 
and resources, they are justly entitled to, they must return to the strict com¬ 
mercial usage and custom of prompt payment—when the suffering pf paper to 
be protested for non payment was surely followed with a loss of credit, however 
solvent the debtor might he. Perhaps our present embarrassed condition v/il! 
not admit of an immediate tefurn to that state of things, but all the business of 
the banks in future, should be shaped to that end. Punctuality is the life and 
soul of banking, and no bank can long sustain itself, where ntuch of its dues lie 
undei protest. > 

Injustice to the present board of director?, we must 833 *, that ihejr have only 
been trying to remedy the evils brought upon the bank by' over dealing, ahd 
other causes, as far back as the years 1835, 1S36 and 1837—evils in no way at¬ 
tributable to the action of the present board. In fact, the eommilteb found no 
desperate case, which had not its origin previous to their homing intp office, and 
much credit is due to the present board for iheir exertions to extricate the bank 
from some of the difficulties which surround it. “ ■ 

The committee in the investigation of the bank attorney's conduct, have 
found some things to extenuate any apparent neglect in the discharge of;his|of- 
ficial duties. The committee would make the following plain statenient of ta(|t 6 , 
as appeared in evidence before them, without havioji lime to go inlet a thorough 
and minutej examinatioh of the business placed in his hands for^ collection. li 
appeared that tne bank attorney had had the large ar|aount in hjs bands for col¬

From the peculiar attitude in which Mr Thomas Lile, one of the Directors, 
Stands before the public, we feel it to be our duty to place his conduct in its pro¬ 
per light. In justice to Mr Lile, the committee are constrained to say, differ¬ 
ing as he did from the rest of the Board of Directors, as to matters of right and 
policy, his whole course as a Director, has been marked by a strict adherence to 
what he conceived the letter and spirit of the law laid down for government of 
ihe Directors, and if he has been mistaken in some of his views, we feel satisfied 
that he has been actuated from a desire to promote the best interest of the insti¬ 
tution of which he was a Director; and if he erred, it has been on the safe side. 
Hy reference to his protest, already before the Legislature in the commissioners 
report, it will be found that they contain much good sense, and some just views 
of the matters to which they relate. j 

The Directors assign as a reason for not suffering Mr Lile’s first prote^ to be 
entered on the minutes of the board, that they did not consider that it wasfcouch- 
ed in respectful language. The objections to the second protest, and given as a 
reason for excluding it from the minutes, that it was substantially untrue'. See 
note for Mr Lile’s explanation of second protest. 

The Legislature are already in possession of the above protests, and are capa¬ 
ble of judging of the sufficiency of the reasons, that induced the Directors to de¬ 
ny Mr Lile the privilege of spreading his protest upon the minutes of the board. 
It is unnecessary that the committee should give any further opinion as to this- 
paiticular transaction. 

On account of the limited time of the committee, they could ascertain but lit. 
tie about the bad debts; in fact they had not the means at hand, by which they 
could arrive at any certain conclusion. "In order to determine certainly, wheth- 
era debt due from citizens of a distant county, was good or bad, we mu.si have 
had some evidence of persons acquainted with the parties, to speak of their cir¬ 
cumstances; this was impracticable. The Legislature niust therefore rely, as 
it has done heretofore, upon the opinions of the Representatives from the several 
counties, as to the solvency of the bank debtors, howbyer unsatisfactory a test 
that may be; We can predicate our opinibns of the ultimate losses of tne bank, 
as the commissioners have done before usj, only ujion| what we know from the 
embarrassment and 6nancial character c)f the Staiie generally. The conslatil 
failures that ive hear of^ every year from every part of['lhe State, and the disposi¬ 
tion of the community by various ^mcjdesi to placd their property beyond the 
reach of the law, more especially whbn the debt is due, to the Stale, are sufficien t 
to raise a reasonable presumption, that thbe must be .considerable losses to all 
the banks. Thi.scondi’ion of thingsidoeb not appl^ th one ^ctjion of the Mate 
more than another. Upon more or less qf the paper, lat the Decatur Bank, there

However dear private character may be to those involved in this controversv, 
the Leizislataiv lias \el higlier duties to perronn, in looking bcyoiul tl>a(,undsee 
what IS best to lie done more cl'ectually to se< ure atid guard I Ik; public weal. 
Whatever mav be said about the location of the bank at Decatur, the cominitteo 
have no hesitation in coming to the conclusion, that there is more capital at that 
point than the commercial and agiicultufjl wants of that commimity require. 
'I'he committee tliink it not amiss to give some data upon which this opinion is 
loinided. It will not he denied that the great staple ol the country has become 
tile standard, to measure its 'aparitv to use a certain amount ofcapital proflta- 
blv. From a rougli estimate. North Alabama lias about one fniirtli of the capita! 
of tlie ^tate, and making about one foni lli, or less than one fourth of the cotton, 1 
and shipped as it is, to a market out oftlie State, and a great commercial empori- I 
nm, w ith an abundance of capital, it requires less of Stale ca[)ital to forward the I 
same cotton sold at New Orleans, tliaii it would sohl at any shipaing point in I 
tills State. Il'theii the premises be true, a much less portion ofcapital than the 1 
Tennessee Valley now- has, wotdd he amply suflicienl to suh erve all tlie purposes f 
of commerce and agriculture for that jiai t of the Stale; lieuce we conclude that i 
u portion ot'ihe capital stock should be withdrawn from that section of the State, f 
We are the more confirmed in this ojiinion wlien we take into consideration the | 
fact, as we derive it bum undoubted authority, that t|ie 'reimcssee Valley is turn- i 
ing its alteutioa to the raising of grain and slock, pud necessariW needing less 
of bank accomniodatiou. 

We have the less doubt, tbut tberc is a .'upcrabundancc of capital in Norlli 
Alabama, from reatiing the Ibilowing extract from t! e ‘ llesponst of the Direc¬ 
tors of tlie Decatur Bank:’ ‘The debt due by the Bail Road (Jompany, w'as 
contracted at a lime when the Bank possessed a supe rabundance c f means, when 
no derangement existed in monied aliairs, and w hen the interest c f the Bank de¬ 
manded of the former Directors to loan out the amount of eircularion authorized 
by law.” In ^hat mode it -best comports with the public good to withdraw a 
part of the capital from said bank, we leave to the wisdom of the Ijegislature. 

There ha,s been no evidence Ijefore the committee calculated tc impair or les¬ 
sen the credit of the Decatur money. iln fac t, the committee werfe glad to fipd, and 
take pleasure in communicating it to the Legislature, lliat considering the amount 
of money collected by the Decatur Bank, the past year, the specie now on band, < 
and the notes in circulation, tlte means of the Bank for redeeminjj its liabilities, 
ultimately, (all of which information, the Legislature has had in tabular siatc* 
rnent.) the condition of the Bank is quite as good as the cominitlce had any rea- 
>011 to expect; and possibly the Bank will be able to, commence a permanent re- 
umption a.s-soon as liie Ollier Banks oftlie t5tatc* ' , 

The coinmi|Uee cannot bring this report to a close, without bearing evidence 
to the courteous dcportmeiitlof the President, Directors and all the other officers 
of the Bank; amidst exciting and perplexing questions, they conducted themselves 
witli the utmost propriety, promptly affording die committee eycry fficility that 
could aid them in dieir Investigation, by furhisUing books, papers, and other evi¬ 
dence's called for;and|tlie committee la kg this occasion to express their confidence 
n thtdr integrity, skilLand jibnity,' in their several

Ahibnmn, uliosc homes and firesides, and llie very beds they sleep on, and tlic 
bread their cirddrt.-n eat, are solemnly pledged, by the legislature, tl,r the re¬ 
demption of more than twelve millioiib'of doliars, the banking capital—of vvhieh 
not more than one tenth part of lliem ever had any share, it is high time that 
ihev should imdi'rstaiul nndcr what laws.all lliis money is to be administered, 
nlaced as it i', in the, liaads and under the entire control ofonlv thirtv-five jncti, 
scattered over tin' wliolo State, scnimhling every year who shall squeeze himselt' 
into tlie possession of it. Under these consiiierations, it is due to this communi¬ 
ty to a'l eiialn the true mi'aning of the acts of this legislature, as regards the ae- 
< ommodaiion ol’tlu' directors. 

Ibevions to the scs’sioii of ISJG, (here were no hounds to their aceomodatmns. 
'I’lie dirertoi s of one haidv, within eleven months immediately preceding tli.n 
'e.sjoii, had drawn for themselves, and endorsed for their particular friends, for 
more than one million eight lamdrmi thousand dollars—about foiir-fiflhs of the 
w hole capital of that hank; all of which was left unpaid at the time they went out 
of rifiice. This ga\ (' the alarm, and a remedy was applied. 

Phrst: In tin' art of Derembcr 17th, Tliis limited their liabilities in 

every posdhie shape, to 8^5,000. 'I'hat was evaded: And next year produced

l:5d, 1837, reducing their liabilities to $10,000; and hedg¬ 


ed them roninl wiili every guard which the English language could produce: 
but to no purpose:—its provisions were again evaded by some subtle, hair spun 
constrttciioii of law. And the legislature then passed the act of January the 17ili 
1S3!), which cut them ofl'fiitm all sorts of accommodations; in any way or man¬ 
ner whatsoever. 

Tiiese acts werrf passerl in regal t succession; each one having precisely tlje 
same o'nject in view—and all were intended to limit and r(!strain the directors, 
and to purify if pnssildf? the Ibmks, atid save them from the extravagant and uu- 
^varratlt:lh!e depredations of their keepers. The first and second being evadt'il. 
the iliird and last was iiiieiuled to aid them. All, nay, Mr Lindsay liinisell, will 
tidiiiit these facts to be strictly true. And he cannot have forgotten, that there 
no point of law b-nter settled, than (hat in construing statutes, ifseveralare made 
fijr the same [Jiirpose, to restrain the sante evil, the inletriion, and not the wortls, 
is to govern. Out of numerous high authorities to establish this univcrsnl princi. 
pie, i will give one only—(15 Johnson’s New,York Reports 380“1.) ChicI 
Justice Thompson, noW'’bne of the Associate Justices of the United Slates, Itas y.

In construing a statute, the inienticin of the legislature is too.well settled to 
admit of a doubt; and w henever such inteuliou can be discovered, it ought to Lc 
followed in the eonstnictioii of a sttttute,! although such copstruction seemcoc- 
. trary to the letter ol the statute. A| thin;^^vldch is within the intention of the 
makers of a statute, is as much within the statute as if it were^wUhin the letter, 
and'sg thing Which is within the letter of the statute, is-n6t within the statute, UH- 
tess it be witljin the intentidn of the makers,” ‘ 

If this be true, vviiich no lawyer tje'i for a raotnenudoubt, then the commission¬ 
ers have done no injustiee to the directors, as the directors in their remonstrance 
have alleged.' {:^cc that remonstrance, pages \ and%) . . ' . , ' . 

That part of the commissioners report which speaks of the six prannssory 
notes, of ,*^5000 each, given bv the five brothers and the sister of James 1. 
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Svke-;, and discduiited by him on the 26th of June, 1639, is slrictiy true in cverv 
material fact, as respects either the interest of the Bank, or the reputation of tin- 
<omniissioners; and will so appear when explained. It is incorrect in dates. The 
iiislorv! as appeared to the committee was thus— 

There was a tneetinp; of the board previous to the l-'Gth of June, at which the 
proposition wa< made to discount such notes for James T. Sykes, but tlie notes 
were not then made; and the <juestion was taken, wliether sucli notes, if made bv 
tiie Messrs Sykes and Mrs. Lanier, would he discounted in discharge of the debt 
oi James T. Sykes, then President of the Bank—when both Tliomas Lile and 
(ieneral Garth dissented: but were both willing for tlie discount, if James T. 
Sykes uuulil resign his seal as a tnember of the board; but both considered it a 
violation of llic law to make such a discount for Ins benefit, whilst he re¬ 
mained a director or president. All the other tnembers of the board were in fa- 
\or of it. Tins constituted the first oilL ring alluded to by the commissioners. 

Ou tlie2btli of June, 1839, James T. Sykes invited Thomas Lile to dine w’itl> 
him. Mr Ltleweni from tlie bank to dinner, and previous to leaving the bank, 
was fiiil ill possession of these six proniissoty notes by the Cashier, to take to 
-Mr J. r. Sykes, wipch lie did. There he found the five Messrs Sykes and Mrs 
Lanier, who after dinner, signed the notes and sent them back to the Bank, bv 
Mr Lile; and he delivered thgni over to the Cashier, from whom he had received 
tiiein;and tliey were all discounted—General Garth, and Mr'Blain aTjsent, and 
Thomas Lile voting against it. But theti he said he would have voted for it, if 
James T. Sykes would resign his seat, which he refused to do. He then told 
the board he w ould offi-r bis |)rotc>t, w bicb lie did on the 17th of July: and is a-; 
stated by the commissioners, and was rejected by the board, ‘on the ground that' 
it eoiitained iiujust insinuations.’—(Sec remonstrance page 4.) 

The protes: hearing date the 17ih of July,’ seems to be what led the commi.s- 
sioners into the < rror, that the second meeting of the board, and llie discount 
were on the 16lb, being the day previous to llic date of the protest. 

Twm ol the eommittee eonsidered the commissioners censurable, because they 
had said these tjotes were ‘ ofTererr by James T. Sykes, the President. Whereas 
thev'werc offered by Thomas Lile, as he had taken them to the Bank.—-This 
w ould not liav^ been mentioned here, as it has not been reported, as I had a.right 
to expect it would have been, had not the directors, in their remonstrance, alleg¬ 
ed it agamst the commissioners as an error in their report,' because they had said 
'the notes wert discownted and the proceeds placed to the credit of James T. Syhesd 
Wliereas, ‘the proceeds vvere carried to the credit of thfc last endorsers.’ (See 
Kemon. page 2.) 

It seems to he the mere formula of the Banks to call the man who puts the 
note into the Bank, the ofTerer. Therelore, the two gentlemen of the committee 
called Thoraas Lile the ofl'erer because he carried the notes from the dinner 
table of James T. Sykes, to the Bank, and at his request. It also appears that 
when a note is discounted in Batikj the proceed.s are uniformly carried to the 
crec(il ol the last endorser, no matter for vf hose benefit it may have been discount¬ 
ed, or who gets the money. . - ' 

. -But James T. Syke-s, iiiroself, stated to your committee, that he knew all the 
• 'ttrangemetUs befofe hand; thatitbey were made in hi.s presence; and were tnadf' 
for his special benefit; and that the whole $30,000, were^pp 


id that the whole $30,000, wore 
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p:ivim;nt ol'lus debts. About $26,000 to his Bank debt. Si,500 to a partner¬ 
ship debt of his own and Greenville Burnett’s; the other $2,500, to some pro¬ 
tested bills of exchange; perhaps of his own and G. Burnett’s also- 

With this testimony before me, I can perceive nothing to censure in the com 
missioners. If not quite as technical as they might have been, they have never¬ 
theless used the proper language to designate the real persons in the transac- 
lion. And a language wliich every body perfectly understands. Had they said 
that these six promissory notes had been offered by Thomas Idle, and when di^- 
< ounted the proceeds were carried to the credit of the endorsers, as the Bank 
Directors, in their remonstrance, think they ought to have done, James T. Syko, 
tor whose benefit alone, and at the special instance of whom the whole operation 
liad been carried on, could not have been known as having any share in tin 
transaction. NVbil St on tlie other hand, Thomas Lile, who was the only man 

^^ llo stood out against it, would have appeared as the great operator. Can such 
an absurdity be tolerated for a tnomenl.^ 

Tlie commissioners, instead of bein^ censurable for changing the phraseologv 
of two technical bank terms, whicli would have obscured this whole transaction, 
might have said that the Directors in this case have acted solely upon a discretion 
Miriaulhorizcd by any law. Which is manifest from the facts. 

James T. Sykes owed the bank ^30,000, being the second and third instal¬ 
ments of an extended debt. Of which $15,000 were due the 30th of June, lb3y; 
and S 1 5,000, the 30tli of June, 1840. These six promissory notes were di.s- 
counted to pay those instalments. Upon the investigation of this question, these 
facts were admitted by all the board: 

1. That James T. Sykes had property enough to pay tliis debt, but if sold 

under the hammer, it would not more than do so. ; 

2. That his CHplorserts were abundantly able to pay these debts had they been 
required; and that five of them were his five brothers, whose notes were discount¬ 
ed for the $30,000. 

3. That they made this arrangement to save James T. Sykes’ property. 

The only law giving any discretion to directors, is the act of February 2<i, 

1S39. But it gives no such discretion as thef directors have exercised here. 
The second section of that act re*dates the "manner in-which ceitain debts un¬ 
der $2,000, may be indulged ; but in a proviso, \n the third section, a certain 
<liscrelion is given to directors, not however, in a'case like this. The words ot 
the proviso are these : „ 

■ Procided, That the directors, &c. shall have power in all cases to make any 
that shall secure the debts due the banks.^ 

In this case the debt was already safe : abundantly safe. From their own 
declaraiions,! James T. Sykes was able to pay It himself, but of his endorsers 
there was nopossible doubt. And having no discretion but to make debtsseci/re-, 
to interfere and change debts already' perfectly secure, was a palpable usurpation 
power, never intended to be delegated, to make a convenient arrangement 
' ' for one of 4hemsel ves, which the Jaws had denied to t,he whole community be- 
f sides. And if permitted to’ go on, to favor this man, lhat man,'and the plhtr 
i aiati who may appeal fo the fine feelings of bank directors, yourlegislaliye laws 

must give place to the lavvs of discretion, and the tnoney in the banksj iustea*! 
of the peoples^ money, will 1)6001116 the directors’ money. ^ ^ ' 

There is arnother illegal trait in this transaction, mingled with some facts, per¬ 
haps, not known in any commercial or banking usages. This debt was an ex- 








tended debt, and of course contracted more than Iwo years previous (o the 30l|| 

tjf June, ISdd. At that date, tlie notes were discounted, payable twelve nionlhs 

al'ier, wilii a condition written ilirectly across llie face, in tliese words ; 

‘ It is understood that on (he payment of one tiiird of tliis at tlie expiration 
of one year, a new note will be received lor two-tliirds at twelve nionllis. And 
on tile paymeut of tlie second instalment of a like amount, the balance will be 
iceeived by a new none, for twelve nionliis Junger.’ 

Siio'jld lliis appendage not vitiate these notes altogether, of which there aic 
cmisideiaide donbis at least, it will piadong tile payment one, two, anil three 
Noars more, and with tiie two already had, will extend to Mr. James'!'. S'vk^s 
imesiiic! t of tlie bank, five years credit, whilst all other secure delil.s were'limi- 
tm! to ti:ree year*--. Imjoiry was made of tlie directors for lludr rea.sons for tliis 
very singular .vppemlag.-, Tlie reply was, tfiat it would operate as a sfirnu/tn 
Ujio.i tlie drawers, to make the pav’iiients prnmpt] y. 

In the case ol Grenville Burnett, in com[)3ring the stali'ments of tlie direc¬ 
tors ci die report of the cornmissioners, there appears to he an cs.sential diller- 
ence. To say the best of it, such an o|>eration can pcndiice no benefit to the 

hank; bee luse the bank discounted for G. Burnett §15,410, to induce liiin lu 

pay §20,000, which he a'ready owed the bank, and to. insure the payment of 
that §20,000, took from liiin a mortgage of the following property, to wit;

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,iai> Sta'.f, these'wilh many other incidesilal troubles and expenses, sucli as he 
lavs of sheriffs abroad, in nowise under your control, &.c. &.c. will, and must 
, .msuine more than the bank can, under any possible arrangement, save to tne 
Stale. Should, liovvevcr, Mr. liurnelt’s securities deem it to be to their interest 
to deliver over to tlie hank directors this mortgaged property, can thev not pick, 
up any cast off, worn nut articles of the same cki.-'ses, no matter of how little 
value, and say to tlie directors tliis is your mortgaged property, take it I Every 
article can be substituted, eveu the negroes.

.Old what little safety it affords towardscolleeting this debt. Notwithstanding tlie 
directors, in their remonstrance to the legislature, against the injustice of the 
tefiort r.f the commissioners on iliis very subject, although they admit every 
material fact in that report, after telling the legislature, that by this for tuna-e ai- 
raugeinent, .Mr. lJurnett, sold his property for good prices, and saved himself 
trom bankruptcy and ruin. 'I'lien goon to jiass upon this transaction, singuljr 
.IS it is, this eulogy : 

‘ If the object of legisl.itive enactments are to prevent sucli happy results as 
these, your committee, in comniou with the boartl, would pray to be relieved 
their agency in e.xeculing the law, and from the dominion ol those, who would 
approve of a different policy.’ 

'I'he assent of the securities ot Burnett to the delay of this debt, by whicli 
tliey would have been released, was not obtained until after the repot I ci the 
commissioners suggested it. Heretofore, the committee were told by the direc- 
loi>, it liad been done some times but not always. 

The cotton transactions of Thomas H. Malone, and also of J. M. 1 weedy, 
■alluded to in the 8 th page of the commissioners report, was admitted to be truev 
And here, I respectfully differ from the majority of the committee, who liave 
.-aid in their own report, that ‘ it appe.<ired in evidence he had forty-five bagsul 
•olton baled, at the lime o|f the discount.’'; The evidence here alluded to w-h 
that of James C. Malone, bite of tlie directors, who said that Thomas II. Ma¬ 
lone had an execution against him for a .security debt, that he had paid mauv 
security debts, and that he pledged tliis, 50^000 pounds of cotton, to bedelr.ei- 
ed at such point on the Tennessee river, a.s should be designated by the b.imv. 
for the loan of S2,900 dollars in specie, to pay this security debt, which vv?..-i.v,l 
a bank debt—which he obtained. Mr. James C. Maloiie, did say, that about 
forty-five bags of dhe cotton was baled. But I put the question to bim sm;.. 
if he knew, or sattv the cdttori in bales ? who said distinctly, he did not know it 
was baled, but was tofd so. This testimony was offered to fai.siiy the coinmis- 
sioners report; and however respectable Mr. Malone may be, it was.nolhing tm,

Ttie 
cost of the whole, amounts.to S-1,5?S 05. The |t)iectors gave the committee,

.\t six per cent, the rent ouglil to amount to 81,^85, being $B85 short of the 
interc't upon the cost. One house cost the banq j5Si)0 more than the seller 
asked fir it. F.om these data, it would seem to be a bad investment, and es¬ 


pecially so when it i-i understood many of the buildings are going into decay, 
and in no demand. 'I’liis real estate, it isallegod, waslaken to secure baddebts 
due the bin!;; which proves bad management in former Directors ajt least; but 
in seciiring llio.se lud debts, in several instances, money was advanced to rescue 
the property from prior liabilities (rom elsewhere. 

Tne cotton resolution of the board, alluded to by the commissioners was ad¬ 
mitted; but had been abandoned. A Ubough. abandoned, General Garth, one of 
the Directors, avowed to llte committee, and in presence of the board, that he 
regretted exceetiingly they had doneiSo, as one of their sJiort bonds, of SlOO,- , 
000, would soon be due in England, and they had no possible means of paying, 
l)ut by cotton. This is another evidence, il not of the bad management of the 
Directors, at lea.st of.the deplorable condition of the bank, that after suspending 
.'specie p.iyments for near three years, in succession,, and buying specie abroad, 
at from twelve to fourteen, per cent, cost and clvarges, the bank cannot repay it 

- without sending that same specie back, at additional cost, or enter tlie cotton 
inarket in the face of its own charter, with the Bank-Directors strolling over 

I the country,.after a little cotton, whilst what little specie, they have, must re¬ 
main locked up in the vaults ofi the bank, to pay for itself, as its priginaf price 
falisdue! This is not a fancy picture, hut the true stale'of the bank,, if the de- 
! claralion of General Garth, oh,e of the Directors, be true,f of which there can bt-

2d. Our chief circulation being the depreciated paper of our non-specie pay¬ 
ing banks, i-t is most unquestionably desiraltle that other institutions, as far as 
possible, should be induced and even invited to throw into circulation amongst 
us, a better currency, instead of prohibiting them altogether, from doing busi¬ 
ness in our State.
